To William B Claire, Constable of the Town of Dedham, in 
the County of Hancock, Greeting: 


In the name of the State of Maine you are hereby required 
to notify and warn the inhabitants of said Town of Ded- 
ham, qualified by law to vote in town affairs, toassemble in 
the Town Hall in said town on the ninth day of March, A. 
D. 1931, at ten o’clock in the forenoon to act on the fol- 
lowing articles, to wit: 


Art. 1 To choose a moderator to preside at said meeting. 
Art. 2 To choose a town clerk for the ensuing year. 
Art. 3 To act on reports of town officers. 


Art. 4 To choose all necessary town officers tor the ensu- 
ing year. 


Art. 5 To see if the town will vote to grant and raise such 
sums of money as may be necessary for the main- 
tenance and support of schools, poor and town 
charges, roads and bridges, high school tuition, 
and to defray all the necessary town charges for 
for the ensuing year. 


Art. 6 ‘To see if the town will vote to raiseasum of mon- 
ey to help defray the expenses of Memorial Day. 


A.t. 7 Toseeif the town will vote when taxes shall be 
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due and what rate of interest shall be charged 
after due. 


Art. 8 To see if the town will vote ‘‘yes” or ‘‘no’’ on the 
question of appropriating and raising money nec- 
essary to entitle the tuwn to state aid road as 
provided in Section 19 of Chapter 28 of the Re- 
vised Statutes of 1991. 


Axt. 9 Tosee what sum of money the town will approp- 
riate and raise for the improvement of the section 
of state aid road, as outlined in the report of the 
State Highway Commission, in addition to the 
amount regularly raised for the care of wavs, 
highways and bridges under the provisions of 
Section 19 of Chapter 28, or under the provisions 
of Section 22 of Chapter 28 of the Revised Stat- 
utes of 1930. 


Art. 10 To see if the town will vote to authorize the town 
treasurer, with the approval of the selectmen, to 
hire money for the use of the town, when neces- 
sary. | 

Art. 11 To see what the town will vote to pay for col- 
lecting, disbursing, labor on roads, removing 
snow, etc., and all town officers for the ensuing 
vear. 


Art 12 To see if the town will vote to authorize the town 
treasurer to sell and convey the town’s interest in 
lands and buildings that have been forfeited to 
the town for non-payment of taxes. 


Art. 13 To see if the town will vote to authorize“the ‘as 
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sessors to determine the amount and assess the 
same, made necessary to comply with the pro- 
visions of Chapter 43 of the Special Laws of 
Maine for 1927 relating to the participation of 
Lucerne-in-Maine Village Corporation in the town 
taxes. 


To take all necessary action to comply with the 
provisions of Chapter 43 of the Special Laws of 
Maine, 1927, and the certificate filed by the ofh- 
cers of Lucerne-in-Maine Village Corporation 
upon and with the assessors of the town of Ded- 
ham February 21, 1931. 


To see if the town will vote to grant and raise a 
sum of money to provide for theservices of a pub- 
lic health nurse. 


To see if the town will vote to raise the sum of 
$100 for the repair and improvemicnt of cemeter- 
ies. 

To see if the town will vote to raise the sum of 
$400 for the purchase of snow fence.

To the Citizens of the Town of Dedham: 

I hereby submit my report as Public Health Nurse for the 
town of Dedham during the year 1930. 

Full physical inspection has been given to the pnpils ot 
the Union School, followed by a health talk. Notification 
slips were sent home to the parents of those having defects, 
stating the defect of each individual pupil, complete record 
card made out and filed of each pupil inspected. 

Of the 39 pupils inspected 36 were found to be defective. 
Three were Six Point pupils. Following is the result of the 
— inspection:

Mrs. Josephine Moore gave the Audiometer Test to the 
pupils, resulting in finding four cases ot hardness of hearing, 
which did not show up in the Whispering test. 

Twelve school follow-up visits made to promote interest 
in having defects corrected, 5 Baby welfare and 7 Pre-school 
visits. Numerous calls made to a supposed tubercular pa- 
tient which later proved not to be. 3 : 

Nursing care given to a confinement case; premature ba- 
by cared for, and familv given instructionn how to care for 
babe. Visits to school to check up on Six Point children. 

This work which is carried on by the Hancock County 
Health Service is supported by the sale of the Christmas Sea! 
and by town appropriation, for which weextend thanks and 
appreciation to the citizens who make possible this service.

Notification slips were sent home to the parents and 
school follow-up calls made to the homes tor the purpose of 


meeting the mothers and to interest them in having the de- 
fects corrected. 
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One pupil was admitted to the Eastern Maine General 
Hospital for removal of tonsils and adenoids at the expense 
of the Hancock County Health Service. This patient was — 
also provided with glasses and testing of the eyes by an eye 
specialist at their expense. The nurse accompanied her to 
and from the hospital. 

Visited school in June regarding vaccination for the pu: 
pils. Interviewed the teachers and also one of the selectmen 
regarding having it in the school. Mr. Gerald Thompson, 
Town Clerk for Dedham, was interviewed and a complete 
iist of all babies born in Dedham for the past four years made 
out. 

Posters announcing time, date and place of the baby con- 
ference to be held in Dedham, July 31, 1931, were put up in 
Mr. Blacks’s store. This was held at the Community House 
during the afternoon of July 81, 1931, from two to four, and 
was attended by 19 babies and pre-school children with their 
mothers, Sixteen were average babies, three were under: 
weight—14 girls and five boys. Here the babies were weigh- 
ed and measured and advice given to mothers regarding the 
care and feeding of babies. Miss Clyde Ricker of the Baby 
Saving Society of Bangor was present and assisted in the in- 
spection of the babies. & 

Class inspection was also given during the year. Forty- 
one pupils inspected tor Scabies and Impetigo sores; a few 
cases of the Impetigo found. 

The Nurse is willing at all times to be of service to those 
who need her care if she is called upon. This ser'vice is sup 
ported through the sale of Christmas Seals and Town ap« 
propriation for which we are very grateful to all the splendid 
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citizens who make this work possible.

Two class room inspections given during the school term 
and two health talks given, several school follow-up calls 
made to promote interest toward defect corrections. 

Conveyed one pupil to the eye specialist in Bangor, where 


the eyes were examined and the child fitted to glasses, the 
expense financed by the parents. 


School visited to check up on the six and seven point pu- 
pils. We have hada tew pupils out from illness during the 
term, but no epidemic or infectious diseases. 

No baby conference was held, as one interested in the 
work did not think it advisable. 

The work of the Hancock County Health Service is pro- 
vided through the sale of the Christmas Seal and by town
